In  Spring  Graduation  Talk 


Campus  is  Moved 

The  Pineville  Clinical  Campus 
of  the  Northwestern  School  of 
Nursing  has  been  relocated  in 
Shreveport,  according  to  Dr.  Peg- 
gy Ledbetter,  NSC  Dean  of  Nur- 
sing. 

Dr.  Ledbetter  said  some  25 
students  and  five  faculty  and 
staff  members  at  the  Pineville 
campus  will  move  to  Shreveport. 

Northwestem's  School  of  Nur- 
sing will  now  have  an  enroll- 
ment of  more  than  125  at  the 
Shreveport  campus,  located  on 
Warrington  Place,  and  will  also 
continue  to  maintain  a  campus  in 
Baton  Rouge. 

Mrs.  Grace  Riley,  who  has 
served  as  director  of  the  Pine- 
ville Clinical  Campus,  will  be-

Fred  L.  Tannehill  of  Pineville, 
president  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Education,  said  at 
Northwestern  recently  that  Am- 
erica's most  pressing  problem  is 
"decay  for  respect  of  authority." 

Speaking  a  t  Northwestem's 
spring  commencement  exercises, 
Tannehill  said,  "I  have  great 
concern  for  our  state  and  nation, 
regardless  of  any  outside  situa- 
tions. I  feel  that  we  can  see  tan- 
gible evidence  of  the  destruction 
of  our  nation  from  within." 

Lashing  out  at  campus  unrest, 
Tannehill  said,  "When  I  look  at 
some  of  the  great  universities 
where  rebellion  seems  to  be  the 
chief  program  of  study  ...  1  once 
again  am  reminded  of  our  failure 
to    educate    not    the    youth    alone 


in  America,  but  our  inability  and 
failure  to  have  educated  many  of 
their   teachers." 

Tannehill,  who  became  presi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation early  this  year,  said  the 
solution  to  civil  disobedience  is 
to  make  rioters  responsible  for 
their  actions  and  to  improve  ed- 
ucation throughout  the  United 
States. 

"Our  nation  is  on  fire,  figura- 
tively speaking,  and  nothing 
short  of  a  miracle  can  preserve 
a  semblance  of  civilization,  as 
you  and  I  know  it  should  be," 
Tannehill   commented. 

He  continued,  "What  Marx 
saw  as  a  spectre  hanging  over 
Europe  has  now  become  a  grim

Northwestem's  second-ranking 
graduate  was  Marie  Chenevert  of 
Bunkie.  Miss  Chenevert,  who  re- 
ceived a  bachelor  of  music  de- 
gree, finished  with  a  3.87  ave- 
rage. Patricia  Lyn  Davis  of  Nat- 
( hitoches  was  third  with  a  3.79 
average.  She  received  a  bachelor 
of  science  degree  in  home  eco- 
nomics. 

Fred  Tannehill  cf  Pineville, 
president  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Education,  was  fea- 
tured speaker  for  the  commence- 
ment ceremonies. 

During  the  address,  Tannehill 
lashed  out  at  unrest,  rioting  and 
demonstrations  across  the  United 
States.  He  said,  "Our  nation  is 
on  fire,  figuratively  speaking, 
and  nothing  short  of  a  miracle 
can  preserve  s  semblance  of  civi- 
lization as  you  and  I  know  it 
should  be." 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
conferred  degrees  during  the  ex- 
ercises on  333  undergraduates 
and  42  Graduate  School  students 
Two  of  the  Graduate  School  stu- 
dents, Jerry  Payne  of  Natchi- 
toches and  Edv/in  Shell  of  Bos- 
sier City,  received  the  specialist 
degree,  which  is  30  hours  beyond 
the  master's  degree. 

In  addition  to  the  375  regular 
graduates,  18  other  students  were 
awarded  two-year  associate  de- 
grees in  secretarial  science  and 
industrial  education. 

Of  the  undergraduate  degrees 
awarded,  127  were  in  the  School 
of  Education;  67  in  Science  and 
Technology;  50  in  Liberal  Arts; 
46  in  Business,  and  43  in  Nurs- 
ing. 

Sixteen  senior  Reserve  Offi- 
cers Training  Corps  students  re- 
ceived commissions  in  the  armed 
services   during   the   ceremonies.

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Work  Completed 
On  Apartments 

Work  has  been  completed  at 
Northwestern  on  a  five-unit 
apartment  building  to  be  used 
for  married  student  housing  on 
the  campus. 

Constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$48,000,  the  building  has  five 
one-bedroom  units.  Each  apart- 
ment has  a  kitchen,  bedroom, 
bath  and  living  and  dining  area. 

E.  P.  Dobson  of  Natchitoches 
was  architect  for  the  project, 
which  includes  a  separate  build- 
ing near  the  apartment  complex 
to  serve  as  a  community  laundry 
center. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Welch,  North- 
western's  building  program  co- 
ordinator and  property  manager, 
said  the  apartments  have  been 
occupied  for  the  summer  semes- 
ter, which  began  last  week. 

Construction  of  the  brick 
apartment  complex  is  part  of  a 
long-range  plan  to  eliminate  the 
frame  buildings  now  being  used 
for  married  student  housing  and 
replace  them  with  more  modern 
and  attractive  housing  units. 

Northwestern  now  has  six 
modern,  biick  married  housing 
units  which  include  32  apart- 
ments. There  are  27  other  apart- 
ments in  the  frame  buildings 
which  are  being  utilized  for  mar- 
ried student  housing. 

The  new  unfurnished  apart- 
ments are  located  between  Col- 
lege Avenue  and  Sibley  Drive 
near  Caldwell  Hall  on  the  north 
side  of  the  campus. 

Brick  was  used  exclusively  on 
the  exterior  of  the  new  unit, 
which  features  design  essentially 
the  same  as  the  other  newer 
married  student  apartments  on 
the  campus. 

The  apartment  complex  is  part 
of  a  $3.2  million  building  pro- 
gram which  began  at  the  college 
during  the  Winter. 

Other  projects  in  the  building 
program  are  a  $1.7  million  bio- 
logical sciences  building;  $1.2 
million  women's  physical  educa- 
tion facility  and  $100,000  agricul- 
tural accessory  building.

fact  in  the  United  States  today. 
The  cynical  and  smug  can  smile 
and  laugh,  but  the  inescapable 
truth  is  that  we're  in  deep  trou- 
ble which  will  not  disappear  by 
panaceas  and  pap." 

Tannehill  said  that  daily  news 
of  lawlessness  in  the  United 
States  has  left  our  citizens  with 
an  inability  to  be  shocked  and 
outraged.  He  cited  decay  for  re- 
spect of  authority  as  the  reason. 

"The  mobs  have  been  turned 
loose  to  go  out  into  the  streets 
to  destroy,  to  maim,  to  loot,  to 
kill,"  said  Tannehill.  "Their  in- 
stigators .  .  .  have  for  nearly  a 
generation  now  encouraged  dis- 
respect for  every  natural  law 
that  has  made  civilization  re- 
sponsible and  stable." 

He  added,  "Now  we  see  some 
of  these  same  instigators  whim- 
pering, whining  and  lamenting 
their  newly-made  brave  new 
world.  It  is  apparent  that  the 
masses  do  not  govern,  for  they 
have  been  merely  trained  and 
not  educated.  They  have  not 
been  taught  to  look  upon  gov- 
ernment as  more  than  a  dispen- 
ser of  money  and  toy  balloons." 

Tannehill  told  the  audience  of 
more  than  3.000  that  "all  of  these 
demonstrations  and  all  of  this 
turmoil  of  youth  today  amount 
to  nothing  more  than  a  defiance 
of  authority,"  adding,  "If  au- 
thority is  overthrown,  none  of  us 
are  safe.  If  men  and  women  de- 
fy all  authority,  they  are  reduced 
to  the  level  of  brutes."
